by GMAIC In light of the Terms of Reference for the present estimate and 
our comments are contained in subsequent paragraphs. 

Zo Air Defense For ces (paras. 28-42) . No change from NIE 11-3-60. 

3„ Theater Forces ((paras,, 43-53 ). No change from NIE 1 1-4-59. . 

4. Naval Forces (paras. 54-65). In middle of para. 58, sentence 
beginning ' Tn lieu of " should be changed to read: In lieu of main battery guns 
and torpedoes, these shi ps are believed to carry two types of cruise missiles 
with speeds in the Mach 1 region and with effective ranges of about 30 n. m . 
agains t~» hip s~at sea. With the use of forward Bca or airborne observers, 
the range of one (SS-8) could be increased to about 100-150 n. m. against 
a hips or l and targets, and the range of the other (SS-131 could be increased 
to 60- 80 n. m. 

Also, add at the end of para. 58 the following: 

The Soviets are also con structing a new class of motor patrol c raft which 
may be equipped wit h guided missiles or free rockets .
